of  the  Veflel  were  flain ,  they  entred,  feizing  upon 
one  Captain  \^*tfn  •  the  ma  Alien  threw  a  Packet  and 
divers  loofe  Letters  over-board,  of  which,  onely  thefe 
inclofed  were  recovered :  I  (hall  fend  Allen  with  all 
»  convenient  fpeed  up  to  you,  whofe  Examination  yoa 
have  alfo  herewith  inclofed:  Ifinde  him  to  be  a  dan- 
gerous and  fubtile  man  *  I  believe  he  has  much  in  his 
breaft  which  may  be  got  out  of  him,  by  reafonh<*is 
obnoxious  as  a  Spye,  and  a  man  I  perceive  loves  his 
life  fo  well,  that  good  ufe  may  be  made  thereof,  to 
difcover  by  further  Examination  what  we  have  not 
opportunity  to  do  here ,  but  yet  may  be  worthy  of 
your  knowledge :  For  it  appears  by  fome  of  the  Let- 
ters, that  he  hath  much  intruded  by  the  Earl  of  Gla- 
to  him,  to  give  a  verbal  Accompt  of-,  I  have 
given  Captain  'JMottkon  who  is  upon  the  Irtfh  Seas, 
advertifement  of  theJEnemies  intentions.

I  fup- 
pofe  you  will  fee  by  thefe  Letters,  what  reafon  there  is 
to  haften  Recruits  with  effedt,  which  I  muft  withal 
reprefent  to  be  the  more  needful,  in  regard  of  the  Di- 
minution which  cannot  but  attend  thole  Marches  $  and 
that  hardfhip  the  Army  has  been  put  to  in  fuch  a  Coun- 
trey  and  at  fuch  a  feafon.

Sir,  In  my  Iaft,which  was  but  yeftcrday  by  the  Poft,I 
gave  you  an  account  of  the  Agreement  made  for  the 
delivery  up  of  Mount- Edgecomb,  and  the  disbanding 
of  the  Regiments  raifed  in  thofe  parts,  &  of  the  coming 
of  Mr.  Coriton  and  divers  other  Gentlemen  of  quality, 
which  is  every  day  more  apparent  then  other,  by  their 
hourly  fending  to  the  Generall  to  be  received  into  the 
prote&ion  of  the 'Parliament,  which  is  now  in  fome 
mcafure  made  known  to  the  Country  ,who  had  this  day 
a  meeting  upon  Bodmtn  Downs  :  It  was  but  yefterday 
they  had  notice,  and  one  Hundred  of  the  four  had  not 
the  notice  come  to  them,  yet  about  eight  hundred  or 
nine  hundred  appeared  5  And  now  for  the  occafion  the 
meeting  was  defired3  which  was  tot  this  purpofe,  to  let

them  know  the  Army  was  come  to  protcft  them,  not 
to  mine  them  That  the  Souldicrs  horft  and  foot  had 
charge  to  defray  their  Quarters :  That  if  any  Souldier 
offered  violence  unto  them,  upon  Complaint  it  fhould 
be  redrefled :  That  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Country, 
naming  fuch  and  fuch  perfbns,were  come  into  the  Par- 
liament,which  did  very  much  incourage  the  comonalty 
to  be  the  more  forward  to  harken  to  what  might  be  for 
thefervice  of  the  publique,  and  defence  of  their  own 
County :  And  that  which  wrought  the.  impreflion 
dcepeft  upon  their  hearts,  was  Mr  .Peters  his  publilhing 
to  them  the  packets  taken  in  the  Iri/h  Veflel,  which  I 
mentioned  unto  you  in  the  laft  Letter,which  he  not  on* 
ly  (hewed  unto  them,  but  read  the  fame,  and  permitted 
fuch  of  them  as  defired  ic  to  read  them,  and  told  them 
they  fhould  have  Copies  of  Glamorgan  Articles,  and 
his  other  Letters,  if  they  defired  them,  which  abun- 
ly  gave  them  fatisfa&ion  •  and  that  which  put  it  out 
of  doubt  was,  That  the  fhip  and  packets  were  feizedr 
on,  and  taken  by  the  affiftance  of  the  Inhabitants  at 
Padflow  within  their  own  County  but  the  day  before  .• 
And  indeed  it  was  a  very  feafonable  and  remarkable 
accident  as  could  have  hapnedfor  the  uniting  of  this 
County  to  the  Parliament ,  for  the  very  thoughts  of 
in/fcand  French  are  hateful  unto  them  :  Thofe  Letters 
that  were  moft  confiderable  mifcarried  in  the  water* 
which  was  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan  to;the  Prince,  Sir 
Edward  Hidey  and  to  another-,  which  Capt.  Allen^ 
an  Irijh  Papifl  and  Merchant  of  Water  ford  confeffcth 
he  had  from  the  hands  of  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan  to 
deliver  as  aforefaid:  Vpon  his  Examination  h&  faid 
further,  That  the  three  hundred  Irifb  defired  for  the 
Princes  Lifeguard  were  to  be  thusdifpofed  ,  An  hun- 
dred to  be  put  into  the  Mount^an  hundred  to  Ptpdcnnis,

and  the  other  hundred  to  be  a  guard  to  the  Prince :  The 
General!  hath  fentpoft'to  Gape:  cftf ouk m  Ad mirall 
of  the  Irifh  Coafts5to  give  him  notice  in  what  forward- 
neflfe  the /r//&  were  to  be  tranfported,  That  they  may 
keep  out  (hips  at  fea  for  prevention  :  The  Trumpet  that 
went  with  the  Summons  to  the  Lord  Hopton  is  not  yet 
returned.  To  morrow  early  the  whole  Army  horfe 
and  foot  advances  towards  Truro :  All  paffes,  By-lanes 
&  Fords  being  for  the  moft  part  barricadoed  or  blockt 
up-,  fo  that  if  the  Enemy  (hould  flip  by  ("which  we  no 
wayes  fear)  their  marches  will  be  fo  flow,  That  their 
Rear  will  be  ingaged  before  they  get  half  through  the 
paffage.    Before  this  come  to  your  hands, without  per- 
adventure  thebufinefTe  will  be  very  near  decided  by  a 
Treaty  or  retreate  into  the  fea :  There  came  feven  or 
eight  of  the  Prkcesfervants  this  day  for  paffes  togo 
home,  much  lamenting  the  fudden  carrying  the  Prince 
on  fhipboard  when  they  dreamed  not  of  it :  At  Foy  we 
took  thirteen  pieces  of  Ordnance  mounted  5  befides 
Arms  and  powder  the  firft  night  the  Town  flood  upon 
their  guard,but  the  next  morning  repented  of  their  fol- 
ly^ without  difpute  admitted  our  forces  to  come  in:Bc 
pleafcd  to  haften  down  Monies  to  the  Army s  and  match 
and  Powder  with  all  fpecd  to  Lyme :  Neither  of  thefc 
will  admit  of  delay  i  And  haften  recruits  that  they 
may  meet  us  when  we  face  about.

Mj  dear  Chancellor, 

I Seize  with  much  joy  this  occafion  that  flatters  me  with  the 
hopes  of  conveying  fafe  unto  you,  and  by  you  unto  the  reft 
ofmy  Friends  there  an  Accompcof  my  Adventures,  finceyou 
heard  from  me ;  thefe  inclofed  Papers  will  give  you  a  very  par- 
ticular relation  of  all  matters  of  Faft,  I  make  no  queftion  but 
my  unfuccefsfulnefle  in  that  imployment  will  give  occafion  to 
my  enemies  to  accufe  me  of  a  great  dif-fervice  to  the  King  ,  in 
having  been  the  loffe  of  fo  many  of  his  horfe,  not  in  the  conduft 
of  them  (for  I  apprehend  not  malice  it  felf  in  that  point)  but  in 
putting  them  upon  fo  defperate  a  Defign.  This  point  I  defire 
you  tocleer,by  letting  all  with  whom  you  (hall  finde  the  Ob- 
jection, know,  That  although  I  was  of  opinion,  that  the  King 
himfelf  ought  to  have  ventured,  when  he  was  at  Wdbech^,  the 
paffage  into  Scotland,  in  cafe  there  had  been  a  certainty  of  my 
Lord  of  Montrojfes  being  on  this  fide  Forth,  yet  when  that  was 
once  diverted,  upon  both  my  Intelligence  and  Advice,!  had 
afterwards  the  leaft  (hare  of  any  man  in  the  Councel  of  adven- 
turing any  part  of  the  Kings  horfe  upon  fo  hopeleffe  a  Defigtv  as 
that  of  Scotland  was,  while  we  were  doubtful  of  my  Lord  of 
Montrojfes  condition ;  but  the  Northern  horfe  being  difguftcd 
with  Gerrard,  refufed  abfolutely  to  march  back  Southward  to 
Welbeck^  vdi.  fo  rather  then  they  fhould  disband, it  was  thought 
fit  to  try  whether  they  would  be  ingaged  to  adventure  to  Mon~ 
tro(fey  who  in  all  his  Letters  had  feemed  much  to  refent  the  neg- 
lect of  him,  ia  not  fending  hint  a  fup  ply  of  horfe,  affiiring,  That 
with  the  help  but  of  1000 ,  he  could  carry  through  his  work  .* 


The  Propofition  being  made  to  Sir  Marmaduke  Langdale, 
he  at  fifft  point-blanck  refufeil  it,  as  an  undertaking  which  had 
by  Gerrard  and  all  the  reft  been  declared  defperate,  even  with 
all  the  Kings  Horfe  ;  but  upon  fecond  thoughts, finding  that  all 
his  Horfe  would  disband  if  they  were  drawn  Southward,  he 
and  allttie  Northern  Gentlemen  came  to  the  King,  and  told 
Him,  That  if  he  would  lay  His  Commands  upon  me  to  take  the 
charge  and  to  go  along  with  them,  they  would  adventure  it, 
otherwife  not whereupon, I  having  declared  my  obedience  to 
whatfoever  the  King  fhould  impofe  upon  me ,  His  Majefly 
commanded  me  pofitively  to  that  charge,  ufing  befidesHis  plea- 
fure,  this  Argument  to  me,  That  if  I  fucceeded  in  it  I  fliould 
reap  much  Honour ;  if  not,  I  could  incur  no  prejudice  by  fail- 
ing in  that  which  was  at  firft  given  for  defperate :  and  fo  at  half 
an  hours  warning,?having  (I  proteft  to  God  J  not  dreamt  of  the 
matter  before ,  I  marcht  off  from  the  Rcndezvouz,  with  an 
Addition  onely  to  the  Northern  Horfe,  of  fuch  as  would  vo- 
luntarily chufe  to  go  with  me,  which  proved  to  be  a  matter  of 
Three  hundred,  with  which  I  made  that  progreffe,  which  you 
willfinde  related  in  the  inclofed  Papers :  But  here  I  amfure 
you  will  wonder,  how  I  holding  that  place  I  did  neer  the  King, 
and  having  the  Honour  of  fo  great  a  part  in  His  Trufts,  efpeci- 
ally  at  a  time  when  he  had  fcarce  either  Counfellor  or  Pen-man 
about  Him,  fhould  be  put  upon  fo  extravagant  and  defperate 
animployment :  To  this  I  muft  let  you  know,  and  fuch  onely  as 
you  (hall  think  fit,  That  though  I  had  no  thought  of  the  prefent 
Aclion ,  yet  the  King  and  I  had  long  before  (that  is  ever  fince 
His  Affairs  were  made  fo  defperate  by  the  loffe  of  Briftol)  con- 
cluded it  tnoft  for  his  fervice,  Thatlfhouldabfentmy  felf  from 
him  for  fome  tim  e,  in  cafe  I  could  finde  a  fair  and  honorable  pre- 
tence for  it :  I  believe  the  accidents  fince  befaln  at  Netoarl^ 
with  Prince  Rupert  and  Gerrard,  will  have  given  you  a  light  of 
fome  reafons  of  my  remove.  The  truth;  Hire  follefo  many  lines 
of  Char*Uers~*  1  — —  

Over  and  above  thefe  urging  Reafons,  as  to  the  time,  upon 
the  main  of  the  Kings  condition  and  mine ;  I  found  the  King 
likely  to  ftffer  much  by  my  ftay  near  him,  the  wear ineffe  of  the

War  being  fo  univerfal,  and  the  defpair  of  any  approvenient 
in  His  condition  being  fo  great  in  all  about  Hire,  I  found  it  ai- 
med every  mans  opinion;  Here  come  in  more  lines  of  Cha. 
ra  tiers-*'  "         ~-         :  "         ~  - 

I  thought  it  then  high  time  to  watch  an  opportunity  of  free- 
ing His  Ma j.fty  from  an  Attendant  fo  pernicious  to  His  Hoaout 
and  Intereft ;  And  this,  my  deareft  Friend,is  as  much  as  I  think 
neceffary  to  fay  unto  you  upon  this  fubje&,  hoping  that  by  your 
dextrous  conveyance  of  it  to  His  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
it  will  have  the  fame  impreffion  with  him,  which  1  cannot  doubt 
of  with  you, 

Since  my  coming  out  of  England,  I  ftaid  a  moneth  for  a  wind 
at  the  lfle  of  Man,  which  time  I  cannot  think  mif-fpent,  hiving 
there  received  great  civilities  from  my  Lord  of  Derby,  aad  had 
the  means  of  a  particular  acquaintance  with  his  Noble  Lady, 
whom  I  think  one  of  the  wifeft  sod  generoufeft  perfons  that 
I  have  known  of  her  Sex :  From  thence  ,  I  and  my  company 
were  very  fecurely  conveyed  hither  in  a  light  Frigot  of  his 
Lordfhips,  where  I  found  all  things  in  a  great  forwardneffe,  the 
conclufion  of  which  was  expefted  within  few  dayes,  and  great 
Forces  (as  was  pretended)  already  in  a  readineffe  for  England 
under  the  command  of  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan  the  Confederates 
great  General  and  Favourite  ;  but  his  Lordfhip  being  fent  for 
by  my  Lord  Lieutenant  and  my  felf,  to  confer  about  the  wayes 
of  difpofing  thofe  Ayds  rrtoft  to  the  advantage  of  His  Majsfiies 
fervicc,  the  bufineiles  contained  in  the  inciofed  Papers  brake 
forth  in  fuch  manner,  as  you  will  finde  there  fet  down,  and  ob- 
liged me  to  that  part  in  the  Kings  Vindication,  which  was 
thought  could  not  fo  properly  be  performed  by  any  as  my  felf; 
you  will  fiade  the  whole  bufineffe  fo  fully  ftated  in  the  Trans- 
actions themfelves  which  I  fend  you,  and  in  my  Letter  to  my 
Brother  Secretary,  that  I  fhall  need  to  fay  no  more  upon  the 
fubjecl',  onely  let  me  ask  you,  whether  according  to  the  rules  of 
Policy  I  have  not  carryed  my  body  fwimmingly,  who  being  be- 
fore fo  irreconeiliably  hated  by  the  Puritan  party,  have  thus

1  muft  not  conclude  without  telling  you,  that  if  1  had  been 
brought  hither  by  far  greater  misfortunes,  1  could  not  have  re- 
pined at  any  thing  that  had  given  me  the  happineffj  of  fo  parti- 
cular a  knowledge  of,  and  friendQiip  with  the  Marques  of  Or- 
mondy  who  (if  I  can  judge  at  all  ef  men)  is  not  onely  the  wifeft 
jongman,  but  the  moft  fteady,  generous,  and  vertuous  perfon 
that  I  have  ever  knowiv  I  conjure  you,  as  you  love  vircue,and 
as  you  love  me,  who  have  fo  little  a  (hare  of  it,  build  carefully 
by  the  diligent  application  uponthofe  grounds  which  I  have 
laid  for  a  friendftaip  between  you;  for  indeed,  I  love  him  fo 
much,  as  I  cannot  be  at  reft  till  we  make  up  the  Triangle  equal!

YOu  will  receive  by  this  difpatch  a  particular  acoompt  fronv 
my  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  ftate  of  the  Treaty  here,  and  of 
thofe  Conditions  upon  which  he  was  hopefull  fuddenly  to  have 
concluded  fuch  a  Peace  as  would  have  afforded  His  Majefty 

! Powerful  and  timely  ayds  from  this  Kingdom,  had  not  the  un- 
ortunate  madneffe  (for  1  can  give  it  no  other  name)  of  my  Lord 
of  Glamorgan,  and  the  neceflfary  proceeding  thereupon,  caft  all 
things  back  into  a  pofture,as  uncertain  and  more  dangerous  then 
ever.  You  will  receive  from  my  Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  Coun- 
cel  here,a  punctual  relation  of  the  matter  of  Faft,  and  it  is  re- 
ferred to  me  to  convey  unto  you,and  by  you  to  His  Majefty,  the 
Circumftances  and  Reafons  of  the  whole  proceeding  againft 
his  Lordfhip. 

About  ten  dayes  fince,  matters  of  the  Treaty  growing  near  to 
a  conciuiion,  and  in  confidence  thereof  preparations  being  made 
by  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan,  and  the  Irifh  (as  they  affured  us)  for 
the  fpeedy  fending  over  of  three  thoufand  men  for  the  relief  of 
Chefter,  which  were  to  be  made  up  ten  thoufand  before  the  be- 
ginning of  March.  It  was  thought  neceffary  that  we  ftiould 
confer  with  the  faid  Earl  of  Glamorgan  andfomeof  the  Irifh 
Commiflioners,  to  the  end  that  before  my  Lord  Lieutenants  fi- 
nal confent  to  the  Articles  of  the  Treaty,  the  bufinefle  of  the 
Kings  fupply  might  be  reduced  from  difcourfe  to  a  certainty, and 
dire&ed  in  the  moft  advantagious  way  for  his  fervice  to  which 
end  (we  little  fufpedling  then  what  was  fince  difcovered)  the 
laid  Earl  of  glamor gan  and  fome  of  the  Irifh  Commiflioners 
then  at  Kilkenny  were  earneftly  invited  hither  both  by  my  Lord 
Lieutenant  and  my  felf. 

Upon  Monday  laft,the  day  before  the  faid  Earl  of  Glamorgan 
was  expefted  in  Town,  my  Lord  Lieutenant  received  out  of  the 
North  from  an  honeft  and  well  affefted  perfon, the  copy  which 
is  fent  you  of  my  Lord  of  Glamor gans  Articles  and  Oath  with 
the  Confederate  Catholiques,  a.;Tured  to  have  been  found  in  the 

titulary 


titulary  Archbiftiop  of  Tuams  pocket,  killed  inOfloberlaft  at 
Sligo.  At  firft  the  thing  appeared  fo  impoffible,  as  that  we  were 
apt  to  think  it  a  Forgery  and  Plot  againft  the  King  of  the  Par- 
liamentary Rebells,  till  confideriflg  the  circuroftances,  formali- 
ties and  punctualities  thereof,  we  grew  to  apprehend  fomewhat 
more  in  the  matter,  and  foon  afar  a  fecond  and  third  copy  of 
the  fame  coming  to  other  perions,  all  with  Letters  to  the  efeft 
of  this  inclofed,  it  was  then  thought  high  time  to  take  the  bufi- 
ntffe  into  moft  ferious  confideration;  which  being  done  by  my 
Lord  Lieutenant  and  my  felf,  affifted  by  fome  of  the  wifeft  and 
beft  affe&ed  perfons  here  ,  we  foon  concluded ,  that  if  thefe 
things  were  once  publiflbed,  and  that  they  could  be  believed  to 
be  done  by  His  Majefties  Authority,  they  could  have  no  lelTe  fa- 
tall  an  eff eel:  then  to  make  all  men  fo  believing,  conclude  all  the 
former  Scandals  caft  upon  His  Majefty  of  the  inciting  this  Irifli 
Rebellion  true,  That  he  was  a  Papift,  and  defigned  to  introduce 
Popery  even  by  wayes  the  moft  unkingly  and  perfidious  \  And 
confequently,that  there  would  be  a  general  revolt  from  him  of 
all  good  Proteftants,  with  whom  this  opinion  could  take  place* 
Now  when  we  confidered  the  circumftances  convincing  the 
truth  of  this  Tranfaftion  on  my  Lord  of  glamor gans  part,  and 
how  impoffible  almoft  it  Was  for  any  man  to  be  fo  mad,  as  to  en- 
ter into  fuchan  Agreement  without  powers  from  His  Ma  jefty* 
and  there  being  fome  kinde  of  a  formal  Authority  vouched  in 
the  Articles  themfelves,we  did  alio  conclude,  That  probably  the 
greateft  part  of  the  world,  who  had  no  other  knowledge  of  His 
Majefty  then  by  outward  appearances,  would  believe  this  true, 
and  do  according  to  that  belief,  unlsffe  His  Majefty  were  fud- 
denly  and  eminently  vindicated  by  thofe  who  might  juftly  pre- 
tend  to  know  him  beft.  Upon  this  ground  it  was  alfo  concluded 
by  us,  That  lefle  then  an  Arreft  of  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan  upon 
fufpition  of  High-Treafon  Could  not  be  a  Vindication  of  His 
Ma/efty  eminent  or  loud  enough ;  and  that  this  part  could  not 
ptoperly  nor  effe&ually  be  performed  by  any  other  perfon  then 
my  felf,  both  in  regard  of  my  Phce  and  Trufts  near  His  Maje- 
ftie,  That  the  bufineffe  of  Ireland  had  pafs'd  for  the  moft  part 
through  my  hands,  That  I  attended  His  Ma/efty  about  the  time 
of  the  date  of  His  Majefties  pretended  Commiffiof>3  That  fince 


that  time  I  had  by  His  Majefties  command  written  to  the  Iriih 
CommiiTxoners  a  Letter,  whereof  I  fend  you  a  copy  foDiami- 

trally  oppofice  to  the  faid  Earls  TranLclions  ;  And  laftly,  in  re- 
gard that  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  whom  otherwife  His  Mi- 
llies Vindication  in  this  kinde  might  properly  have  belonged, 
was  generally  thought  to  be  unworthily  coufened  and  abufed 
in  the  matter,  in  cafe  there  were  any  fuch  fecret  Authority  given 
by  His  Majefty  to  the  Earl  of  Glamorgan. 

This  beirg  our  unanimous  judgement  of  what  was  fit  to  be 
done,  and  by  whom,  the  oneiy  Q^eftion  then  remaining,  was  to 
the  point  of  Time,  in  which  we  were  alfo  of  opinion,  That  if  it 
were  deferr'd  till  the  bufinefle  growing  publike  otherwayes, 
fhould  begin  to  work  its  mifchief,  His  Majcfties  Vindication 
would  lofe  much  of  its  force,  and  be  thought  rather  applyed  to 
the  notarieting  then  to  the  impiety  of  the  thing,  and  rather  to 
the  pernicious  effects  then  to  the  deteftable  caufe  it  fclf:  Not- 
withftanding  I  muft  confeffe  unto  you,  that  the  confideration  of 
fruftrating  the  fupplies  of  three  thoufand  men,  which  were  fo 
confidently  affirmed  to  be  in  readineffe  for  the  relief  of  C^ft^y 
in  cafe  the  condition  of  that  place  could  not  bear  the  delay 
which  this  might  occafion,  wrought  in  us  a  very  great  fufpenfion 
of  Judgement,  Whether  the  proceeding  againft  my  Lord  of 
Glamorgan  fhould  not  be  forborn  till  that  fo  neceffary  fupply 
were  fent  away;  but  the  cafe  being  more  ftriftly  examined,  We 
found,  firft,  that  by  the  Lord  of  Glamorgans  Oath,  the  Forces 
were  not  to  be  hazarded  till'His  Majefties  performance  of  the 
faid  Earls  Conditions :  And  fecondly,  that  the  faid  fupply  was 
never  intended  by  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan  and  the  Irifh,  till  the 
Articles  of  Peace  were  confented  to,which  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
durft  in  no  wife  do  without  a  preceding  Vindication  of  the 
Kings  Honour,  fince  this  Tranfaftion  of  my  Lord  of  glamorgans 
was  known  unto  him ,  and  known  to  be  known  unto  him  by 
thofe  who  warned  neither  Art  nor  Malice  to  make  ufe  of  it ;  fo 
that  the  neceffary  forbearance  to  conclude  the  Treaty,  fruftra- 
ting  as  much  the  relief  of  fflefter,  as  the  fudden  and  vigorous 
proceeding  agiinft  my  Lord  of  Glamorgan  could  do,  our  Refa- 
ctions did  in  the  end  determine  upon  that  courfe,  when  at  the 
inftan:  to  remove  all  Objections,  Information  was  brought  us, 


That  the  thing  was  already  publikc  throughout  the  Town,  and 
began  to  work  fuch  dangerous  ifi\.d:s,  as  in  truth  I  do  no: 
believe  that  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  or  any  of  the  Kings  faithful 
Servants  could  have  been  many  heurs  fafe  in  the  delay  of  this 
His  M^jcfties  and  their  Vindication,  which  hath  now  been  fo 
feafonably  applied,  as  that  it  hath  wrought  here  not  onely  a  ge- 
neral fatisfa&ion  in  all  moderate  men  ;  buteven  fuch  a  conver- 
fton  in  many  leffe  well  inclined ,  That  whereas  before  a  Peace 
with  the  Irifti,  even  upon  thofe  unavoidable  Conditions,  upon 
which  my  Lord  Lieutenant  muft  needs  within  few  dayes  have 
conduded,it  would  hardly  have  bin  publiftied  in  this  place  with- 
out very  much  danger ;  mens~  mindes  are  fo  fecured  and  fetled 
by  this  proceedings  that  I  believe  the  Peace  now  would  be  em- 
braced upon  thofe,  &  perhaps  upon  harder  terms,without  much 
mutiny  or  repining.This  being  fo,our  chief  remaining  fear  is,ltft 
what  hath  been  done  againft  my  Lord  of  GUmorg an  (hould  fo 
far  incenfe  the  Irifti,  as  to  drive  them  to  fudden  extremes; 
things  here  on  His  Majefties  pare  being  in  fo  ill  a  condition  to 
eater  again  upon  a  War  unto  this  danger ,  rhe  beft  preventives 
we  could  think  of  are  applied.    This  inclofed  Letter  .written 
to  my  Lord  of  Mui\errj  by  my  Lord  Lieutenant ;  Apt  perfons 
imployedto  Kilkenny,  to  acquaint  them  with  the  reafons  and 
neceflitiesof  this  proceeding;  Andlaftiy,  the  Articles  of  Peace 
fentunto  them  with  my  Lord  Lieutenants  aflent ,  in  the  very 
terms  propofed,  and  acquieft  in  by  themfelves  in  the  laft  refults 
of  this  long  Treaty ;  which  in  all  probability  will  have  one  of 
thefe  two  effects  ,  either  to  make  them  conclude  a  Peace  (not- 
withftandingthis  intervening  accident,)  whereby  Chefter  may 
be  fpe.edily  relieved ,  and  His  Majefty  further  fupplied  this 
Spring,  or  make  it  break  fo  foully  on  their  fide,  as  to  divide 
from  them  the  moftconfiderableof  their  party.  Whatever  the 
event  be,  my  Lord  Lieutenant  and  I  fh  all  ^comfort  our  felves 
with  this  fatis faction,  That  we  have  done  what  beiong'd  to  men  *  Some  fuch 
of  Honour,  faithful  to  their  King,  and  to  their  Religion,  and  £°^S^0U,W 
a&  wifely  as  ours  and  our  friends  beft  underftandings  could  di-  fa™ 
reel:  us,  leaving  the  reft  to  God  Almighty,  whom  we  befeech  ^o*gi  fay  be 
(*  todirett)  His  Majefty  to  that  courfe  herein  on  His  part,  n©tinthe 
which  maybe  correfpondent  to  our  faithful  endeavours;  and  Original.

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that  he  will  blcffe  them  with  as  good  effcfts  upon  the  mindes  of 
all  honeft  men,  towards  his  Ma  jefties  Vindication  in  that  King- 
dom,as  I  make  no  doubt  bat  what  we  have  done  wil  hare  in  this, 
when  feconded  and  purfued  by  thofe  further  directions  from  his 
Majefty,  which  I  am  fure  His  own  Wifdom  and  Princely  Indig- 
nation to  finde  His  Honour,  Confcience,  and  Piety  thus  infa- 
raoufly  traduced,  will  di&ate  unto  Him  without  further  advice

TT  F  the  report  of  the  many  difficulties  wherewith  I  have 
1  ftrugled  in  compaffing  my  defignes  for  his  Majefties  fer- 
vie,  have  not  before  this  reached  you,  a  faithfull  Relation 
of  the  whole  will  be  made  to  you  by  the  bearer  hereof  Cap- 
t&veitAlU*,  whom  I  defire  your  Lordfhip  to  prefent  unto 
the  Prince  His  Highnes  as  an  honed  man,  and  one  that  pro- 
pofeth  a  courfe  for  Intelligence  to  paffc  between  this  Country 
and  his  Majefties  Quarters,  whereof  there  is  great  needi  Now 
C  God  be  thanked  )the  bufineCTe  is  brought  to  that  upfhot,  that 
ihe  ten  thoufand  men  are  defigned  for  his  Majefties  fervice,fixe 
thoufafid  whereof  are  ready  for  Tranfportation:  The  means* 
for  which  are  wanting,  unkfTe  your  Lordfhip  will  pleafe  to 
folicite  his  Highnes  the  Prince  for  tranfmitting  what  fhiping 
thofe  pans  are  furmflied  with,  that  all  poflible  expedition  may 
be  ufed.  We  heare  (  God  be  thanked)that  as  yet  Chefier  holds 
out,  to  releive  which  the  6000.  men  are  ready  for  tranfportati- 
on.

I Have  hitherto  been  fo  farre  from  troubling  you  with  many 
Letters,  that  lean  fcarce  abftain  for  excufing  this  Addrefle, 
But  as  I  hope  you  will  dome  the  favour,  to  beleeve  that  thofe 
Ommiffions  have  proceeded  out  of  a  tenderneffe  to  moleft  you 
unneccflarily,&  not  out  of  any  flothfulnefs  in  things  cffential  to 
my  duty,fb  in  my  own  opinion  I  were  now  too  much  to  blame, 
if  after  lo  long  time,&  fomc  late  hazards,!  fliould  not  take  this 
occafion  to  repeat  unto  you  the  affurances  of  my  m oft  humble 
fervice,procceding  from  the  due  fence  I  have  of  your  goodneffe 
to  me,which  howfoever  I  have  bin  deficient  in  expreffing,as  to 
the  outward  J  aflure  your  Honour  J  preierve  the  memory  in  a 
very  fure  Cabinet,  as  a  treafure  there  laid  up  wholly  for  your 
fervice,  whenever  you  fhall  thinke  me  worthy  the  try  all. 

For  what  concernes  the  affaires  of  this  Kingdome,  My  Lord 
gives  you  fo  full  &  particular  an  accompt  thercofithat  I  cannot 
adde  to  your  knowledge  of  them.

have  made  no  great  progreffcagainft  either  of  the  two,  witk 
sheii  entire  ftrength:  for  as  for  any  affiftance  they  can  expeft 
from  my  Lord  Lievtenant  it  is  inconfiderablcand  thcfeGarri- 
fons  muOnotbee  drained  for  feare  of  Infurreftions  within, 
where  we  find  much  wavering,  and  fuch  a  hatred  even  in  the 
Souldiers  themfelves  againft  the  Confederates,  that  I  can  pro- 
mife  my  fclfebut  lictle  good  from  their  Conjunftion.

MY  dt areft heartj hope  thefe  will  prevent  any  newes  (Lai 
come  unto  you  of  mclince  my  c6mittment  to  the  Caftle 
To  which  I  affjre  thee  I  went  as  cheerefully  and  as 
willingly  as  they  could  wifli,  whofoever  they  were  by  whofe 
meanes  it  was  procured; and  fhould  as  on  willingly  goe  fooxth, 
were  the  gates  both  of  thcCaftle  and  Town  open  unto  me,until 
I  were  clecred,  as  they  are  willing  to  make  me  unferviceable 
to  the  King,  and  lay  me  afide,  who  have  procured  for  me  this 
reftraint ;  When  I  confider  thee  a  Woman,  as  I  thinke  ,1 
know  you  arc,  I  fearc  Icaft  you  (hould  be  apprehenfive :  but 
when  I  reflect  that  you  are  of  the  Houfe  of  Tbmnd,  and  that 
you  were  once  pleafed  to  fay  thefe  words  unto  me,  That 
I  fliould  never,  in  tenderneffeof  you,  defift  from  doing,  what

I Have  very  much  to  write  to  you  concerning  this  place 
and  yet  know  not  what  to  write,  you  have  heard  I  doe 
belkve  of  the  Earle  of  Glamorgan*  agreement  with  the 
Irifb,  by  which  hee  undertooke  they  fhould  have  all  the 
Churches  within  their  Quarters,  and  all  other  Churches  in 
the  Kingdomeiot  aw<rfially  poffeffed  by  the  Proteftant  party, 
as  alfo  all  the  Lands,  Tenements,  Tythes,  and  Hereditaments 
belonging  to  the  Ciergie,  not  actually  pofTefTed  by  the  Prote- 
ftant party,  and  that  they  fliould  be  free  from  the  Jurifdiftion 
of  the  Proteftant  Ciergie,  foi  which  wilde  undertaking  my 
Lord  Digbie  acoried  him  of  high  Treafon,  for  which  the  Earle 
doth  now  ftand  committed  in  the  Caftle.
